Hon. William £. Chandler, Secretary 


of the Navy, is a native of New Hamp- 
shire, baring been born at Concord, 
December 28, 1833. 
Having acquired 


an academic education, he studied law,- 
graduated from the Harvard Law School 
in 1855, with prize honors for an essay 
on the "Introduction of the Principle! 
•f Equity Jurisprudence into the Ad- 
' ministration.of the Common Law." A 
year laier he commenced practice at the 
Bar, and in June, 1859, was appointed 
Law Reporter of the New 
Hampshire 


Supreme Court, and published five vol- 
umes of Reports. 
He early entered 


political life, and was a member of the 
New Hampshire Legislature in 1862, 
1863 and 1861, and was Speaker of the 
House during the last two years, in- 
cluding the eventful conflict and riotous 
disturbances over the veto by Governor 
Gilmore 
of

bill. 
In

1864, 
he 


was 
employed 
by 
the 
Navy 


Department as special counsel to prose- 
cute the Philadelphia Navy Yard frauds 
and en March 9, 1865,was appointed by 
President Lincoln the First Solicitor 
and Judge Advocate-General of that 
Department. In the following June he 
•was appointed First Assistant Secretary 
of the Tzeasury with Secretary McCul- 
looh, and held the office a little over 
two years, 
resigning November 30, 


1867. Since that time Mr. Chandler 
has practiced law iu New Hampshire 
•and Washington; has been solicitor of 
the National Life Insurance Company 
of Washington, counsel and one of the 
proprietors of the Washington Market 
Company, and has engaged in some 
mining and railroad enterprises; and 
has also been the principal owner of 
the Monitor and Statesman, the leading 
daily and weekly Republican newspa- 
per of New Hampshire, at Concord. 


Mr. Chandler's political career has 


bean marked by great activity and 
prominence. 
He was several times 


Secretary of the Republican State Com- 
mittee of New Hampshire, and Chair- 
man during the eventful campaigns o 
1863, 1864 and .1865. He was a dele 
gate-at-large to the National Conven 
tion of 1868, aud so remained during 
the campaigns of 1868 and 1872. Iu 
November, 1867, he was elected from 
Concord a member of the New Hamp 
ahire Constitutional Cenvention.

Had he 
leaded emotional insanity the first 
ime he got up a surprise funeral, in- 
tead of making an outlaw of himself, 
le might now be alive, loved and re- 
pected. But he was ignorant of the

.nd ostracized.
